PIONEER FARMER | 
DIES AT CAMROSE 


Camrose, March 19.—Another pion- 
eer of the Wetaskiwin and Camrose 
district in the person of Charles Edgar 
Valentine passed away here after a 
loflg illness from cancer. The funeral 
service, held in the United church, 
Camrose, under Masonic auspices, on 
Saturday afternoon, was one of the 
most largely attended in Camrose for 
a considerable time. 

The late Mr. Valentine was born in| 
Pennsylvania in 1858, but soon after | 
his birth his parents moved to Iowa. ! 
For a number of yeans he lived in 
South Dakota. In 1885 he was married 
to Miss dda Tisdale, who predeceased 
him some years ago. By this mar-| 
riage there were two sons, Stuart and 
Leon Edward.

Kiwanis Club Considers 
Assistance in Project to 


Build New Skating Arena 


Proposition—Public Affairs 


Committee Will go Further Into Matter—W. H. Odell

The Kiwanis luncheon on Tuesday 
evening took the form of a business 
meeting, when several important mat- 
ters were discussed. There was a large 
attendance of members. After a num- 
ber of visitors had been introduced, 
| Frank Morrison, who won the orator- 
ical contest for the Wetaskiwin dis- 
trict, gave his address on “Canada’s 
Future,” and he was heartily congrat- 
ulated upon the v ry able mannex. in 
which he dealt with the subject. 

The principal item of business was 
the matter of proceeding with the pro- 
posed wading pool, or expending the 
money on hand towards the erection of 
‘a skating rink. A general discussion 


took place, in which it appeared 
to be the concensus of opinion 
‘that the money which had been. 
raised for the purpose of building 


a swimming pool might be used to 
assist in the construction of a skating 
rink, provided the general public, 
which contributed the money, offered 
no objctions to such expenditure. It 
is estimated that the rink will cost 
$12,000, and the proposal is that the 
Kiwanis Club furnish $3000, the City

$3000 be raised some other way. The 
question was referred to the Public 
Affairs committee to make a thorough 
investigation into the entire matter 
and report to a subsequent meeting.

Canadiang appear to be regarded as 
phonomenal egg eaters. In a report 
received from Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner Harrison Watson, stationed 
in old London, it is pointed out that 
the consumption of eggs in Canada 
amounts to 337 per head of population 
per annum, outstripping the rest of 
the world in his respect. The con- 
sumpion of other countries is given as 
Belgium 213, United States 180, France 
133, Great Britain 125, Germany 117, 
Sweden 85, Denmark 85, and Norway 
61. The Imperial Economic committee 
is credited with attributing Canada’s 
high consumption of eggs to the atten- 
tion and encouragement which has 
been given by the Department of Agri- 
culyire at Ottawa to the industry in 
thif ountry. It moreover emphasizes 
ths practical value of the development 
of the farming community insofar that 
production of poultry and eggs is 
available to practically everybody on 
the land prepared to exercise ordinary 
care and intelligence.
